- Annual report of the Criminal Tribes Department 
for the year ending on 37st December W18. 

Eetabllshment. — Yhe following staff is attached for the work of 
Criminal Tribesz—Inspector x, Sub-Inspector i, Head constables 37 and 
Constables 14 and Lumberdars 62.

Touring:. — (Both the crops proved to be a failure owing to the scanty 
rains and the people having been harrassed by the Plague and Influenza.) 

Harvest — (Inspector Subhan Ali Khan, was on tour fori 1.3 days 
and visited 26 Thanas in 6 different Hakumats ) 

Land Survey ingr — The two Amins surveyed 8,070 Bighas 6 Biswas 
of which 5,272 Bighas 15 Biswas were Savnu and 2,797 Bighas ii Biswas 
were unalu in the year under report as compared with 7>435 Bighas 5 Biswas 
in the previous year. 

Population — The total number of persons belonging to registered 
Criminal Tribes is now 21,289 compared with 22,845 ‘ii ^ 9*7 and of them 
adult males are 5,912 as against 6,977 of the last year. Of the 5,912 
registered adult males 1,093 ( Baorias, Sansis, Minas, Bagries ) absented 
themselves without leave as against 512 of the last year. 

Deducting absentees from the total of registered persons 4,819 were 
present at their residential places and these figures include 4,545 Baories, 
169 Sansis, ion Mim'S, and 5 Bagris. Of the persons present at their homes 
2,232 are sole cultivators, 1,183 joint cultivators, 1,282 labourers or disabled 
47 private servants as choukidars. 

At the close of the year 71 Baorias and i Sansi were present in the 
Jail Jodhpur and 3 Baorias were in the Jails of foreign territories. 

The- statements appended to this report show various particulars 
of absentees for the past 1 1 years. 

Convictions. — ^There are 205 convictions in the year for absence 
without leave. 

There vrere 126 convictions other than the absence without leave 
t. e., 5 heft.

recovered. The reason for recovering less money than the last^year is due 
to famine conditions owing to which no full' crop was /'received. , This 
Taba-vi is outstanding since Sarnwat 1956, 

Debts — Darbar assets were 32,893/1/9 of' this ' 400/14/3 were 
recovered this year leaving a balance of Rs, 32,4g2/3/6'no advance was' 
made this year.

253 persons wefe released from the Jail and sent to^ their residential 
places for settlement. ' . . . ; 

There were 4 Baories of foreign territories presented, to the Jodhpur 
Jail, I of Ajmer and 3 of Sikar State. 

The settlement of all registered Criminal T ribes at one place in 
under consideration for which a scheme is being prepared. The great 
advantage by doing so would be that all Registered persons can be properly 
watched and made to work. At present they being settled in scatteUed 
places it. .is . quite uncertain to keep sufficient control over, these Tribe 
though ail possible measures are being taken to do so.
